One new developmentthat was dis- 
cussed atthe town hall meeting was the 
expiration of EDS's two Class | com- 
mercial hazardous injection well per- 
mits. EDS has applied to the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency for renewal 
of these permits. | believe thatthis offers 
an important opportunity for the EPA to 
re-evaluate its original decision. The 
public can be assured that | will use this 
opportunity to again voice my concerns 
about this environmental nightmare 
threatening our communities as well as 
to raise specific issues about the con- 
struction, operation, and monitoring of 
these wells. | expect the EPA to seri- 
ously reconsider the basis by which the 
wells were permitted. 

As required by law, the EPA has 
scheduled a public hearing on the per- 
mit renewals for Tuesday, June 29, from 
7 to 9 p.m. in the Crowne Plaza Hotel 
(8000 Merriman Road, Romulus). Pub- 
lic comment — which will be accepted 
through July 12, 2004 — may be mailed 
to EPA Region 5 (WU-16J), UIC Branch 
(Attn: Dana Rzeznik), 77 W. Jackson 
Blvd., Chicago, IL 60604-3590, or it 
may be e-mailed to rzeznik @epa.gov. 

Every day that EDS doesn't operate 
is a victory for all of us. We are more 
motivated now than ever before, andwe 
will not stop fighting until we have de- 
feated EDS. The EPA decision granting 
EDS its land ban exemption led many 
citizens to believe the fight was over. |

Officer, Community Lose Faithful Friend 


His friendly face was familiar to 
many residents who saw him demon- 
strate his law-enforcement skills at local 
festivals, school gatherings, and other 
community events during his six and a 
half years of faithful service. 

Smokey, K9 partner of Romulus 
Police Officer Don Leonard, died on 
May 17 of complications,due to surgery. 

"This is a tragic event for my family 
and me," said Leonard. "He was notjust 
a dog; he was my partner, a police 
officer, and a friend." 

Leonardfirstnoticedthatsomething 
was wrong with Smokey about a week 
before his passing. On Sunday, May 9, 
he began showing signs of lethargy, 
and refused food the following day. Al- 
though his appetite improved on Tues- 
day, he wasstill moving slowly, so Leon- 
ard took him to the vet on Wednesday. 

When blood work showed that 
Smokey was losing red cells, the vet 
took X rays that revealed a suspicious 
mass (which turned out to be cancer) in 
the area of the dog's spleen. An ultra- 
sound was scheduled for the following 
day, and Smokey was sent home. 

Later that evening, the Leonardfam- 
ily left their house briefly. When they 
returned, they found Smokey lying, un- 
moving, in the hall. Officer Leonard took 
the dog to an emergency vet, where 
exploratory surgery disclosed that the 
dog's spleen had ruptured, filling his 
body cavity with blood. The doctor was 
able to keep Smokey alive, but offered 
little hope for the long term. 

Despite early indications that his 
partner was beginning to recover, 





Leonard found a very sick Smokey in 
his bathroom on Monday morning. 

"| saw Smokey lying on the floor in 
the dark," Leonard explained. "He was 
not acting normally and | turned on the 
light. It was then that | saw that he nad 
thrown up and was in extreme distress. 
| tried to help him, but was unable to 
save my partner's life. Smokey expired 
in my arms at his home. 

"He was the best partner | ever 
have had. | would have done anything in 
my power to save him," he added. 

"To everyone who loved Smokey, 
know that he loved you, too," Leonard 
said. O
